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A BRIEF cabinet crisis was de- 
fused yesterday evening, assur- 
ing Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
bin of the Knesset majority he 
needs to approve his reassign- 
ment of the Interior and Reli- 
gious Affairs portfolios, which 
were previously held open for 
Shas. 

But Meretz was miffed to the 
point of a mini-rebellion when 
Rabin announced in the morning, 
that he is putting the Interior 
portfolio in the care of Tourism 
Minister Uzi Baram and giving

Minister Shimon Shetreet. 

Environment Minister Yossi 
Sarid of Meretz had hoped to win 
the interior portfolio, but was vetoed 
for the post by Shas feader and for~ 
mer interior minister Aryeh Deri. 
For a time vesterday, Sarid threat- 
ened to resign. 

Deri, meanwhile, denied that 
Shas had anything to do with the 
reassignment of the portfolios. “We 
were not asked about it and no one 
consulted with us in the matter,"* he 
said. Rabin met with him before 
announcing the decisions, but Deri 
said that this was to ascertain Shas's 
future inteations regarding the 
coalition. 

Baram was surprised to have won 
a powerful, heavily-budgeted port- 
folio he did not even seek. He had 
gone after the Religious Affairs 
post, which he held briefly two 
years ago. “1 might have preferred 
Interior had it been offered to me at 
the beginning of this government's 
term. At this point. with so litle 
lime left, { preferred Religious Af- 
fairs, where I already know what to 
do,”” he said. 

Baram acknowledged that he was 
appointed as a caretaker interior 
minister and that the portfolio might 
be reassigned in the summer, when 
Rabin plans a more extensive cabi- 
net reshuffle. Oue possibility is that 
the Interior portfolio would then 50 


Shas makes political science history 


THE refrain that punctuated all 
Meretz’s griping yesterday was 
that Shas -- outside the coalition 
and with only five MKs (foDow- 
ing MK Yosef Azran’s walkout) ~ 
remains considerably more pow- 
erful than Meretz, which is part 
of the government and has 12 
MKs.

later in the year. 

Shetreet, meanwhile, is 2 man 
Shas can trust.

What gives Shas such clout 
even after it slapped Rabin in the 
face by refusing to rejoin bis co- 
alition?

and be motivated by financial con- 
siderations to provide unnecessary 
treatment. 
τ Kelman also wrote to Education 
Ministry legal adviser Arye Brick, 
calling on the ministry to cancel its 
insurance contract with Clalit for 
any damage to schoolchildren’s 


teeth sustained in any accidents on” 


school property. 
- “Now that Clalit’s dental clinics 
are being run on a commercial basis, 


we cannot be sure that they will treat 
patients according to strictly profes- 
Sional criteria," Kelman told The 
Post. 

Dorit Morag of the Education 
Ministry’s legal department said she 
was nol aware of the change in the 
clinics, but that the original tender 
won by Clalit to provide this service 
intentionally excluded commercial 
dental clinics. 

Dental treatment is not included 
in the basket of services under the 
new National Health Insurance Law, 
which went into effect January 1. 

Although the Maccabi, Meuhe- 
det, and Leumit health funds contin- 
ue to run their dental clinics on a 
non-profit basis — albzit with den- 
tists paid premiums instead of sala- 
Ties — Clalit turned its network into a 
commercial chain of clinics without 
any fanfare or advertising, and with- 
ont telling the ministry in advance.

Frenkel pointed to lower infla- 
tionary expectations in the capital 
market and slower growth in the 
money supply. He justified the mod- 
erate rate cut on the fact that “‘the 
[government's] inflation target is 
not yet at hand.”’ Despite the reduc- 
tion, the central bank will continue 
its restrictive monetary policy, Fren- 
kel said. 

He denied that the rate cut reflect- 
ed a compromise between the cen- 
tral bank’s desire for a smaller re- 
duction and the demands by the 
Treasury and the private sector for 
more significant cuts. 

The news of the rate cut brought a 
sigh of relief at the Treasury. In a 
statement, the Treasury expressed 
its satisfaction at the central bank’s 
move. **This is a right step in the 
right direction, whose importance 
derives from the fact that the mone- 
tary program will be consistent with 
{the government’s] fiscal policy,” 
the statement said. 

The Treasury, however, did not 
hide its desire to see further interest 
rate cuts saying “‘the move reflects 
the beginning of the process of re- 
ducing interest rates which is essen- 
tial ta the economy’s stability and its 
growth.” 

The Treasury urgently sought the 
rate cut to help diffuse the crisis in 

the bond market that bas been 
fanned by the massive flight of 
provident fund savers to bank sav- 
ings programs, pushing down bond 
prices, as the provident funds’ de- 
mand for new bonds has fallen 
dramatically. 


Frenkel rejected the assumption 
that there is a provident fund crash. 


and the capital market in general. 
Large fluctuations are not particular 
to Israel, but exist in the US and the 
UK as well.”

Fraud squad investigates Histadrut 


THE National Police Fraud Squad is 
investigating alleged financial 
wrongdoings by the Histadrut, a po- 
lice spokesman confirmed 
yesterday. 

x ives last week raided the 
Histadrut finance department and 
removed documents connected with 
the case. Four department officials 
were also interrogated. 

Likud MK Ya’acov Shamai, wha 
Jost last year’s Histadrut election, 
prompted the investigation with a 
complaint to the police. Police made 
initial inquiries, which showed that 
a full-fledged investigation was 
warranted. 

Sbamai said a thorough investiga- 
tion by police will show criminal

wrongdoing on both the political 
and official levels of the Histadrut. 

“For more than a decade no 
check was done of the activities of 
the finance department,” Shamai 
told the Post. 

Former finance department head 
Amthor Yisraelovitch was also ques- 
tioned by Fraud Squad detectives, 
Histadrut officials said. 

Histadrut reasurer Haim Oron, of 
the Ram faction, said in a statement 
yesterday that the police investiga- 
tion “‘concemed an incident that oc- 
curred in the months preceding the 
Histadrut elections in which Hista- 
drut funds were allegedly used for 


non-Histadrut activities.”* 

He said he had instructed all fi- 
nance department workers to coop- 
erate with investigators, Oron con- 
firmed that last week police had 
taken documents, and that several 
officials were ‘questioned. But he 
denied Shamai's allegations against 
the present leadership. 

Shamai alleged ‘secret funds” 
‘were channeled to ruling parties in 
the Histadrut for years, and the pre- 
sent leadership was trying to put 
blame solely on former Histadnmt 
Jeader Haim Haberfield. 


He said his complain to police 


included details of NiS 16 miition 
being tansferred to Labor Pany 
Histadrut election campaign coffers 
just days before the May Histadrut 
election. 

The Likud Party received a 
NIS 2.25 million loan for the cam- 
paign from the Treasury, which was 
recorded as a NIS 1.5 million loan, 
according to Shamai.

High Court rejects injunction 
against police in wiretapping case 


THE High Court of Justice yester- 
day refused to issue an interim in- 
junction against police methods of 
investigating a suspected illegal 
witetapper, because the suspect had 
refused to cooperate with police εἴς 
forts to minimize the damage. 

The petitioner, private investiga- 
tor David Schneider, is suspected of 
illegally videotaping a couple in a 
Herzliya Pimah hotel room. During 
the investigation, the police found 
his list of clients and the people they 
had asked him to tail, and began 
calling both clients and subjects in 
for questioning. Schneider charged 
that this was a clear invasion of 
privacy, and in some cases -- when 
the police informed a woman that 
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her husband had had her tailed ~ was 
even breaking up marriages, 

However, government attorney 
Shai Nitzan told the court that the 
police had seized several other vid- 
eotapes from Schneider which ap- 
peared to have been made illegally, 
and Schneider had refused to identi- 
fy the people in the videos. There- 
fore, he said, the police had no alter- 
native but to try to match the videos 
with the names on the list. 


In most of the cases so far where 
the correct people were located, Nit- 
zan added, the subjects wanted to 


file a complaint against Schneider. 

Justice Eliahu Mazza ruled that 
given Schneider’s refusal to cooper- 
ate, the police had no choice but to 
continue as they were doing. Aoy 
other decision, he said, would be 
tantamount to granting illegal wire- 
tappers immunity. 

Tn a related matter, the Knesset 
Law Committee decided yesterday 
that the attorney-general will be able 
to approve wiretaps in police inves- 
tigations only for serious felonies — 
those that bear sentences of seven 
years or more — except in special 
cases. The Justice Ministry had 
wanted the attomey-general to be 
able to approve wiretaps in any felo- 
ny case,

ARLES (AP) -- The photogra- 
phers jostled as though Madonna 
were in the room, but they were 
taking aim at Jeanne Calment, 
unruffled by all the hoopla as she 
turmed 120 yesterday -- the aldest 
person in the world. 

““Why all the applause?’* asked 
Mrs. Calment, hard of hearing 
but still able to detect the rousing 
ovation from several hundred 
guests at her nursing home. 

There were children in folk 
costumes singing ‘'Happy Birth- 
day,”" thousands of cards from 
around the world, an enormous 
chocolate cake, a brief speech by 
the health minister, who gave her 
a cicada-shaped brooch. 

The birthday girl took it all 
calmly, watching from her wheel 
chair in a new black-and-white 
outfit and new hair-do. Bouquets 
of roses covered the carpet in 
front of her. 

Nearly blind, Mrs. Calment 
has been living since 1985 at a 
gursing home that has been re- 
named after her. She has used 2 
wheel chair since fracturing her 
leg and elbow in a fall in 1990. 


The Guinness Book of Records 
lists her as the oldest person in 
the world whose age can be au- 
thenticated. [0 seven months, 22 
days, she would surpass Shige- 
chiyo Izumi — a Japanese man 
who died in 1986 — as the oldest 
person of all time with a verifi- 
able birth date. 

Mrs. Calment has been the old- 
est person since 1991 with the 
death of ἃ 116-year-old Ameri- 
can, Carry White. 

Mrs. Calment still lives in the 
southern city of Arles, where she 
was born at 7 am. in 1575. She 
has outlasted her husband, broth- 
er, daughter and grandson, so she 
bas no direct descendants, 

But she has memories -- tavel- 
ing to Paris when the Eiffel Tow- 
er was still under construction, 
selling colored pencils to Vincent 
Van Gogh in Arles.

Chechnyan peace hopes dim > 


GROZNY (AP) -- Shell-shocked 
inhabitants of Grozny gathered 
what was left of their belongings 
in the demolished Chechen capi- 
tal yesterday as the boom of 
heavy artillery dimmed hopes for 
peace anytime soon. 

Small-arms fire crackled to- 
ward the south of the city where 
Chechen fighters still hold out 
around the district of Chernore- 
chye. Heavy explosions could be 
beard every minute during the 
day yesterday, two days after the 
expiration of a shaky tmuce. 

But Russian soldiers riding on 
top of armored personnel carriers 
in the city, throwing up dust in 
the hard February sun, showed 
little fear of snipers’ bullets. 

Elderly women, ragged-look- 
ing couples and children picked 
their way through the rubble- 
strewn streets with prams and bi- 
cycles laden with possessions past 
the gutted presidential palace. 

“T came back to collect these 
towels and some other things," 
said 42-year-old Damani Kavi- 
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he find another way to serve 
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mova, who had walked 35 km. to 
fetch three bags of belongings 
from her bumed-out bome. 

Olga Zibova, who fled the 
fighting on Dec. 31, stood in front 
of the flattened pharmacy where 
she bad worked. 

Her 19-year-old son had been 
killed in the Russian onslaught on 
the capital New Year’s Eve. “‘I 
only found out a few days ago,” 
she said, displaying litte emotion. 
“I was living in a cellar on the 
other side of a ceflar where he 
was staying.” 

Russian army and Interior 
Ministry troops around the cen- 
tral square watched the bedrag- 
gled civilians with only token 
interest. 

After the fragile cease-fire ex- 
pired Sunday night, officials in 
neighboring Ingushetia said Mon- 
day they would try to restart 
peace talks. 

Boris Agapov, vice president 
of neighboring Ingushetia, said 
he spoke to both sides Monday in 
hopes of scheduling another ne- 


gotiating session. 

But Pyotr Kosov, an advisor to 
the Ingush government, said con- 
tacts between Russian and Che- 
chen officials were “‘much more 
unstable’’ than before because 
politicians were torpedaing the 
talks, the Interfax news agency 
reported. 

Chechen leader Dzhokhar Du- 
dayev said talks among military 
commanders, rather than presi- 
dents, would never succeed and 
predicted the war would ‘last for 
another 50 years.” 

In Moscow, Russian Defense 
Minister Pavel Grachev said no 
peace can come from negotia- 
tioas with Chechen rebels, de~ 
claring that Moscow will only set- 
tle for their surrender. 

Visiting an armor testing range 
outside Moscow, Grachev said 
Chechen military commanders 
“fare willing to talk about a cease- 
fire. But our talks with them are 
short — no cease-fire whatsoever, 
just an ultimatum about surren- 
dering the weapons.” 


It was unclear if Grachev was 
speaking for the government. He 
was one of the main figures in 


planning the Chechnya operation — 


bat his current role in decisions 
invoiving the war is less certain. 

He has been widely blamed for 
the disastrous New Year's Eve 
assault on the Chechen capital 
Gromy in which Russian tanks 
became easy targets for -grenades 
and Molotov cocktails. 


Russia’s Independent ‘TV said: 
Russian forces in Grozny were 


bracing for major attacks tomor- 
row. That day marks'the 5151: an- 
niversary of the cruel deportation 
of ethnic Chechens by Josef Sta- 
lin, who accused them of collabo- 
rating with the Nazis. 

At the Russian parliament, 2

Serbs reject peace plan 


BELGRADE (Reuter) ~ Serbia 
has lobbed a new peace proposal 
back at the Big Powers, saying it 
will consider their plan only if 
sanctions are lifted. 

Another new worry was piled 
onto peacebrokers on Monday 
with an announcement by rebel 
Bosnian and Croatian Serb lead- 
ers that they had formed ἃ joint 
military council as a threat 
loomed of renewed war in 
Croatia. 

The peace plan put forward by 
Britain, Germany, France, Rus- 
sian and the United States of- 
fered to ease sanctions on Bel- 
grade, imposed in 1992 because 
of its support for the rebel Serbs, 
if it recognized Bosnia and 
Croatia. 

Russian Foreign Minister An- 
drei Kozyrev, charged with sell- 
ing the plan to Serbian President 
Slobedan Milosevic, went home 
after a weekend of talks with the 
response that an end to sanctions 


was ἃ precondition for Belgrade’s 
cooperation, official media said 
oa Monday. 

“Belgrade is categorical ~ first 
lifting of sanctions, and then ev- 
erything else,” the official Tanjug, 
agency said, 

An informed Serbian source 
said Milosevic told Kozyrev he 
could not sell it to his people 
while the sanctions remained in 
place. 

The peace process has been 
given urgency by Croatian Presi- 
dent Franjo Tudjman’s decision 
to expel UN peacekeepers from 
Croatia when their mandate ex- 
pires on March 31. 

He says their presence has al- 
lowed the Croatian Serbs to con- 
solidate their breakaway Krajina 
region during a truce. 

Foreign officials fear a new 

rb-Croat war could break out, 
inflaming other smouldering con- 
flicts across the former 
Yugoslavia.

exploded at New York's World 

Trade Center, federal investiga- 
tors believe they have most of the key 
Perpetrators and a motive: anti-Western, 
anti-American, anti-Israeli Islamic 
terrorism. 

But what if the motive was something 
cise: an act of revenge for the 1991 Gulf 
War and the sanctions that have crippled 
Iraq ever since? 

And what if the guiding hand was not

Moslem firebrand, but Saddam Hussein? 

This would make the bombing not just

It would put pressure on the Clinton 
administration both to retaliate in some 
‘way against Iraq and to adjust its theo- 
Ties about emerging post-Cold War secu- 
rity threats.

Since mid-1993, she has argued that a 
Baghdad connection ought to be pursued 
in the bombing, which occurred close to 
the second anniversary of the Gulf War. 


NOW, she has buttressed her theory 
with ‘a 242-page narrative that draws 
heavily from court records from the first 
New York trial of the bombers. These 
include records of numerous trans- 
atlantic telephone calls between one of 
the perpetrators and Iraq. 

Her case focuses on Yousef, who en- 
tered the United States on an Jraqi pass- 


port, and on his connections to a region 
called Baluchistan, which straddles Iran, 
Pakistan and A. jistan. 

_ASs US officials confirm, this area has a 
history of ties with Iraq. She believes 
that Yousef may himself be a Baluch, 
and may have fled there after the bomb- 
ing. 

Mytroie concludes that kraq’s intelli- 
gence network in Pakistan is key to the 
plot. She believes that Yousef, with Iraqi 
help, assumed the identity of a Pakistani, 
who may have been killed in Kuwait 
after the Lraqi invasion. 3

ity. Once sympathetic to Iraq, she has 
since become known as a single-minded 
advocate of a tongh US policy against 
Saddam Hossein’s regime. At the 
least, said one official who declined to be 
named, her campaign has persuaded 
people to look at a possible Iraqi connec- 
tion with a fresh eye. 

James Fox, the former chief of the 
FBI's New York bureau, who oversaw 
the agency's probe into the World Trade 
Center bombing for 10 months, said: 
“Her analyses are pretty impressive to 
me.” He has passed Myiroie’s material 
to other jongtime investigators, he says, 
and “when five or six veteran agents go 
through it and say it’s impressive stuff, 
then that impresses me.” 


PETER W. Rodman, a former National 
Security Council and State Department 
official and a Middle East expert. said 
Mylroie’s theory is “plausible and wor- 
thy of respect.” 

He added: “She has done enough to 
shift the burden of proof onto the US 
government.” 

One reason this theory is only now 
gaining attention is the division between 
criminal investigations and government 
policymakers. Investigators look for evi- 


es 


dence against specific individuals and are 
hot expected to think in global policy 
terms. Because the bombing occurred on 
American soil, the Justice Department 
had the Sead in the case. In the bombing, 
of Pan American Flight 103 over Scot- 
land, by contrast, US intelligence agen- 
cies were given an early.and important 
tole in looking for state sponsorship. 

In addition, both President Clinton 
and Secretary of State Warren Christo- 
pher are lawyers. Christopher is notably 
cautious, and believes policy decisions 
need to be based on the weight of the 
evidence, not theories or suspicions. 

But in the course of the Justice De- 
partment’s probe into New York- and 
New Jersey-based Moslem radicals. Myl- 
roie says, “the whole question of state 
a has not been properly exam- 
ined.” 

US officials reject the idea that the 


administration has deliberately avoided 
coming to grips with Iraq's possible role. 
Clinton did order a missile attack on a 
Baghdad intelligence headquarters after 
being convinced that [raq plotted to as- 
sassinate former President Bush. 

And US officials would like nothing 
better than to have solid evidence with 
which to campaign at the United Nations 
for maintaining sanctions against Iraq. 

But the enomnity of the Trade Center 
bombing might call for more than merely 
maintaining sanctions. The bombers ap- 
parently intended more than the destruc- 
tion of one of the towers’ lower levels; 
they hoped that one of the huge towers 
would topple onto the second. And the 
judge who presided over the first tria! of 
the bombers raised the possibility that 
poison cyanide gas could have been re- 
leased and sucked into the north tower. 
killing alt inside.

The implications are far-reaching. 
They suggest that far from being held in 
check by sanctions and US and allied 
forces in the Gulf, Saddam Hussein con- 
tinues to plot revenge on America and its 
leaders, and will resort to the most de- 
structive scheme possible to achieve his 
aim. 

“You can't understand Saddam with- 
out an understanding of what it is to be 
evil,” says Mytroie. 

The case also suggests that the current 
focus of US counterterrorism policy. 
aimed mostly at Iran, Sudan and their 
agents around the world, is misplaced, 
and that containing Iraq should get top 
priority. 

“You don't go to war without having 
more than suspicion,” said Rodman. 
“But suspicion is enough to devote intel- 
ligence resources to check this out.”

@ Nazia Abu Nidal: “The Zion- ᾿ 
ist Jews who failed to establish 
normal ties with anyone in the 
course of 2,000 years won't suc-_ 
ceed in doing this with the Arabs. 
Moreover, there are basic differ- 
ences -- because they occupy 
Arab land and because they will 
exploit the Arab homeland in the 
future.

ὁ Dr. Hashem Rasib: “Those

Gulf dispute goes 
to World Court 


World Court in the 
Hague this week agreed to 
intervene in an offshore 


territorial dispute between Qatar 
and Bahrain that has verged on 
armed hostilities and heightened 
mech ig divisions in the Persian 


By a vote of 10 to 5, the court 
affirmed its authority to settle the 
long-running dispute, despite 
Bahrain's refusal ta acknowledge 
its jurisdiction. Bahrain backed 
up its rejectionist stance by boy- 
cotting session of the World 
Court, formally known as the In- 
ternational Court of Justice. 

The court also decided, by a 
vote of 10 to 5, that Qatar's appli- 
cation for a ruling in the dispute 
was admissible. 

“The conflict between Qatar 
and Bahrain will now be solved 
through peaceful means,” said 
Dr. Najeeb Nauimi, Qatar's legal 
adviser. “According to the laws 
of the court, we have won.” 

Bahrain responded. however, 
by saying it considers the court 
case “closed.” 

By persisting with the court 
case, Qatar has continued its in- 
dependent political stance within 
the Gulf Cooperation Council. a 
stance which risks giving offense 
to GCC heavyweight Saudi 
Arabia. 

Saudi King Fahd has proposed 
that all border disputes in the 
GCC be settled by mediation 
within the group this year. Those 
include a border dispute between 
Qatar and the Saudi kingdom. 

As to whether Bahrain ulti- 
mately takes part in the proceed- 
ings, Al Nauimi said: “If it hap- 
pens, that will be fine. But their 
absence will not obstruct the path 
of judgment.~ 

Even if Bahrain continues its 
boycott, the court will consider 
the Gulf state subject to its ver- 
dict, and will notify it of ali ses- 
sions and deadlines to submit 
arguments.

The oil is being sold for as lite 
as $8 a barre), undercutting the 
current market price of about $14 
a barrel. With such deep dis- 
counts, Iraq has been able to rely 
on a growing network of oil trad- 
ers willing to take risks for large 
profits, the report said. 

Trucks move crude oil and re- 
fined products through Kurdish 
territory in lraq’s northem region 
inte Turkey or Iran. where the oil 
is sold. Oil is also being moved to 
Mediterranean markets by dozens 
of small tankers from an Iraqi port 
south of Basra, the paper said. 

The Iraqi venture ts expanding 
with the tacit support of Turkey, 
Iran and Jordan, the Times said. 
The scheme is said to be managed 
by government officials who are 
related to President Saddam 
Hussein.

"The UN imposed sanctions on 
Iraq after its invasion of Kuwait 
in 1990. The UN arrangement al- 
lows Iraq to export 75.000 barrels 
a day to Jordan. The income 
from those oil sales is designated 
for the purchase of food and 
medica] supplies. 

The Times quoted oil industry 
Officials as saying that Iraq is us- 
ing its Secret routes to export 
some 200,000 barrels a day out of 
its current estimated daily pro- 
duction of 750.000 barrels. Be- 
fore the Gulf War, Irag exported 
2.5 million barrels a day. 

The Iraqi delegation to the UN 
dismissed the report. In Wash- 
ington, the State Department did 
not deny the smuggling. but 
called the report “greatly 
exaggerated.”

According to an ail indus- 
try newsletter published in 
France, two French oil concerns 
have completed talks with Iraq 
on a project to expjoit those re~ 
serves once sanctions are lifted.

FTER two decades as the 

A financial powerhouse of 

the Middie East, a mag- 
net for magnates and poor labor- 
ers alike, Saudi Arabia is being 
buffeted by money troubles and 
growing criticism of the Jong-ru)- 
ing Al-Saud family. 

Saudi Arabia is the world’s 
largest oi] producer and exporter, 
with one-quarter of the world's 
known oil reserves buried under 
its sands. 

This allowed the Al-Sauds to 
provide a pampered standard of 
living for their subjects while re-~ 
taining absolute control over 
their lives, 

The cradle-to-grave welfare 
system provided free health care 
and education. subsidized elec- 
ticity and water, and unlimited 
domestic telephone calls. There 
is no income tax. 

Now, all that is in flux. The 
country faces unprecedented 
problems caused by low ail 
prices, the still staggering cost of 
the 1991 Gulf War, and an in- 
creasingly outspoken opposition 
within Saudi Arabia's dominant 
Wahbabi Moslem sect, in what is 
already a rigidly Islamic society. 

In Riyadh, men in flowing 
robes sit in cafes, gossiping over 
cups of fragrant tea and carda- 
mom-scented coffee about rising 
consumer prices and austerity 
measures introduced by the 
government. 

Many people wonder if the 
government's social contract — 
unlimited largesse in return for 
unrestricted rule ~ is in peril. 

Burdened with a Gulf War 
debt of $55 billion and a five-year 
dip in oil prices, the government 
is forcing a belt-tightening by 
turning to domestic revenues for 
a bigger share in financing the 
budget. 

Oil exports, which earned 
about $30 billion last year, now 
will provide around 75 percent of 
government revenues. Still, the 
revenue burdens being put on or- 
dinary Saudis remain well below 
First World levels. 

Gasoline prices went up from 9 
cents a liter to 16 cents -- the 


equivalent of 60 cents a gallon. 


Electricity’ and” water fees were 
increased somewhat, small 
charges were levied for local 
phone calls. and domestic air 
fares were raised 20 percent. 

No official estimates have been 
published on how much these 
measures will raise. But, as an 
example, the Middle East Eco- 
nomic Survey estimated that the 
higher gasoline prices alone will 
raise around $2.4 billion a year. 
Austerity measures could gener- 
ate another $4 Ὁ. 

So far, there has been no at- 
tempt to introduce income tax or 
slash welfare — politically explo- 
sive measures. 

The government's approach 
has been weicomed by the inter- 
national financial community. 

After cutting spending {ast 
year, Riyadh announced its 1995 
budget was being reduced a fur- 
ther 6 percent. That left it with a 
budget deficit of $4 billion, down 
from $11 billion in 1994. Bankers 
estimate Saudi Arabia's foreign 
debt at $70 billion.

The deaths of hundreds of 
tnousands of Armenians wasn’t 
part of any governmental plan of 
annihilation, The 1915 massacre 
was part of a greater conflict be- 
tween Turks and Armenians. 
While the Armenians have con- 
stanily inflated the number of vic- 
tims, the Turks have denied re- 
sponsibility for the deaths, 

Δι first, the Armenians 
claimed that 600,000 had been 
killed; soon afterwards, thal fig- 
ure jumped to 1.5 million. But 
the official Ottoman census for 
1914 gives an Armenian popula- 
tion of only 3,245,000. Today, 
the most astute Armenian histori- 
ans would put the figure at well 
below 1.5 million. 

From 1890 to 1896, there was 
annual Armenian agitation, ter- 
tor and violence against Ottoman 
and Turkish rule, This cootigued 
sporadically. After every Arme- 
Nian atlempt to overtum the Οἱ- 
toman throne, the Turks retaliat- 
ed excessively and 
disproportionately against Arme- 
nian population concentrations. 

The archives of the chief of 
siaff in Ankara contain evidence 
of an Armenian threat to Turkey 
in 1915 and of Armenian collabo- 
ration with the Russian amy in 
its invasion. Undoubtedly, there 
were deaths and atrocities on 
both sides. but calling the deaths 
of Armenians genocide is an ex- 
aggeration. The Turks did mut- 
der innocent civilians in places 
like Trebezoid, Zeitoun and Er- 
zeroun — but the Ammnenians car- 
tied out fierce massacres against 
the Turks at Van, Syria, and

elsewhere. 

When 700,000 Armenians were 
relocated by the Turks in 1917, 
some 300.000 died. This was their 
tragedy. There are higher figures 
of casualties in their continued 
conflict against the Turks, but no-

ated figures of one million and 
above, which are always cited, 
usually by people who are not 
historians. 


THERE IS πὸ proof that there 
were Turkish orders to massacre 
the Armenian population. The 
famous telegram, attributed to 
Interior Minister Talat Pasha, or- 
dering massacres that was uncov- 
ered by Allenby's army when it 
captured Aleppo in 1918 appears 
to have been forged by Arme- 
nians io Paris. Many Armenian 
scholars have recognized this in 
recent years, 

The Ottoman archives contain 
several orders from Talat Pasha 
regarding investigations to find 
these responsible for attacking 
deportation caravans. Some 
1,500 Turkish soldiers were 


court-martialed for their crimes. 

Hundreds of thousands of Ar- 
menijans died in terrible condi- 
tions during these forced death 
marches to Syria, but there was 
no Turkish design to annihilate 
them. At their own discretion, 
the Kurds killed many Arme- 
nians evacuated to the deserts of 
Syria and Iraq. 

There was, indeed, a horren- 
dous massacre of Armenians by 
Turks and Kurds, but many bal- 
Hes were initiated openty by 
overconfident and naive Arme- 
nian groups fighting Turkish sov- 
ereignty. . 

The renowned Orientalist Ber- 
nard Lewis was put on trial by the 
Armenians in Paris last year for 
denying the Armenian genocide. 
Acquitted, he awaits tial in a 
French court on charges of insult- 
ing the Armenian people. The 
Armenians have little patience 
with those who see history 
differently. 

{t is hard to understand the 
Turks’ refusal to reimburse the 
Armenians for property lost, as 
faid down in the deportation or- 
der of May 30 1915 by the Otto- 
man Council of Ministers. 

But one thing is clear: the Ar- 
oienian massacre of 1915 cannot 
be equated with the Holocaust.

company this month held 
a funeral for a young, 
successful, muckraking, right-of- 
center magazine that sank into 
some muck of its own making. 
The current-affairs publication 
Marco Polo - which, since being 
launched in 1991, achieved a cir- 
culation of 200,000 - ran a 10- 
page denial of the Holocaust by a 
historical revisionist with no jour- 
nalistic credentials. The article 
caused an international uproar 
which soon competed for news 
Space with the aftermath of fast 
month's Kobe earthquake. 
“[The article is} like making a 
public denial of the dropping of 
the A-bomb on Hiroshima,” 
Rabbi Abraham Cooper, of the 


+>, Simon Wiesenthal Center in Los 


‘Angeles, wrote in a protest to the 

Japanese ambassador in Wasb- 
ington. “It's a monstrous attack 
on history aad the innocent vic- 
tims of Nazism.” 

Jewish organizations in Japan 
and the US rang alarm bells. Ma~ 
jor companies withdrew advertis- 
ing from Marco Polo, and the 
magazine's publisher, the re- 
spected Bungei Shuaju Compa- 
ny, admitted its error. 

Company president Kengo Ta- 
naka first apologized for causing 
“immeasurable pain” to the Jew- 
ish people. He withdraw that is- 
sue from newsstands, closed 
down the magazine and reas- 
signed its editorial staff to other 
publications. Finally, Tanaka re- 
signed “to restore public confi- 


dence at home and abroad in the 
company,” Bungei Shunju said in 
a Statement. 

The article, which denied the 
existence of gas chambers, was a 
tehash of material that had been 
distributed by the Institute for 
Historical Review, an extreme 
right-wing group actively denying 
the Holocaust. It was written by 
Masanori Nishioka, a member of 
a self-styled group studying trans- 
lations of revisionist tracts from 
Europe and the US. 

Nishioka is known for writing 
letters to the editors of English- 
language dailies to deny the Ho- 
locaust, and has gained notoriety 
for his eccentric theories on poi- 
son gas and its circulatory 
properties. 

His article was rejected by sev- 
eral magazines before being ac- 
cepted by Marco Polo editor Ka- 
zuyoshi Hanada. who had a 
reputation for sensationalism and 
who sought to stir controversy. 
Recently, the magazine had to 
mn three apologies for running 
misleading information. 

Hanada compounded the dam- 
age by running a plug of Nishio- 
ka’s piece, stating: “The greatest 
taboo of postwar history is being 
kept a secret.... There are major 
suspicions concerning the ‘Holo- 
caust’ [sic] and the massacre of 
Jews at the hands of Nazis.... 
There is scant evidence that so 
many could be killed in gas

In letters to major foreign com- 
panies which advertised in that 
issue of Marco Polo, the Simon 
Wiesentha!

The Israeli Embassy hastily set 
up a meeting with the editors. 
But it proved fruitless. An Israeli 
diplomat came away frustrated 
and angry. saying he was ready 
for “war.”

Oscar Wilde: The ultimate in paradoxes

the worst of times. 
For Oscar Wilde, 1895, his 
4151 year, brought his greatest tri- 
umph. On the opening night of 
The Importance of Being Earnest, 
the reception from the audience 
was phenomenal. ἡ 

The actor Allan Aynsworth, 
who played Algernon Mon- 
crieffe, recalled as an old man: 
“In my 53 years of acting, I never 
remember a greater triumph than 
the first night of The fmportance 
of Being Earnest.” 

The next day the critics de- 
clared it a comic masterpiece and 

- the New York Times announced: 
“Oscar Wilde may be said to 
have at fast, and by a single 
stroke. put his enemies under his 
feet.” ; 

It was the apogee of Wilde’s 
precocious literary career. After 
nearly two decades of promi- 
nence in the arts, he had been 
acknowledged as the leader of all 
that was contemporary in cul- 
ture. a master of paradox, ἃ witty 
anatomist of society's bypocris- 
ies, and famously the most daz- 
zling talker of his time. 

The year 1895 also brought him 
exposure, prosecution and dis- 
grace, then imprisonment. bank- 
ruptcy. divorce and exile. 

Within four months of Ear- 
nests acclaim. Wilde stood con- 
victed at the Old Bailey on seven 
counts of gross indecency and 
was sentenced to the maximum 
penalty then allowed — two years 
hard labor. The trial for homo- 
sexuality of such a notable figure 
caused a national sensation and 
moral panic. 

Having followed Flaubert’s ad- 
vice to impress the bourgeois, 
Wilde now found himself at their 
mercy in a place where his intelli- 
gence and wit were little protec- 


it was the best of times, it was 


tion. His enemies execrated him 
as a high priest of evil, and re- 
spectable England recoiled in 
horror. His name was removed 
from the posters outside the the- 
aters where his plays were being 
performed. 

Was he a martyr to the Philis- 
tines, who hated his creed of art 
for art's sake and his mockery of 
their values? Or more ἃ martyr to 
the hypocrisy of the upper classes 
who tolerated sexual promuscui- 
ty, both homosexua} and hetero- 


sexual, as Jong as it remained 


publicly unacknowledged? 

Wilde had taken few precau- 
tions to hide bis predilections in 
either his life or his works. The 
Importance of Being Earnest was 
in part a coded parable of homo- 
sexual double life; both main 
characters have alternative exis- 
tences in order to pursue their 
own desires -- and “earnest” 
meant “gay” in the homosexual 
slang of the time. 

In fact, Wilde's downfall was 
not directly caused by the indul- 
gence of his sexual tastes, but 
rather by his passionate involve- 
ment with a “homme fatal” who 
shared them, Lord Alfred 
Douglas. 

Vain, spendthrift and hysteri- 
cal, “Bosie™ only mi- 
nor literary talent, but undoubt- 
ed beauty. 

The attraction proved fatal for 
Wiide, who idealized his relation- 
ship with the young aristocrat in 
terms of Platonic philosophy. 

Nemesis occurred when Wilde 
became unwillingly caught in the 
crossfire of Douglas's feud with his 
admittedly near-certifiable father, 
the marquess of Queensberry. 

The peer's increasingly de- 
ranged attacks on Wilde led to 
the latter's suing Queensberry for 
libel, egged on by Douglas. The 
suit's collapse, following the pro- 
duction of evidence of Wilde con- 
sorting with male prostitutes, led 
rapidly to his arrest ~ although 
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Wilde: Condemned man or 
hero of modern times? 


not so rapidly chat Wilde could 
not have caught the boat train to 
Paris. 

Why did he stay to face the 
music? Most likely because it 
was, of all options, the jeast un- 
heroic. A life as ἃ fugitive did not 

peal, : 

He would face his accusers ~ an 
Isishman in England, a republi- 
can in an empire, a worshipper of 
beauty in a Philistine world. A 
tragic hero, condemned for love 
by a dishonest society, was a role 
he could relish. 

As he listened to the prose- 
cuion’s closing speech -- “an ap- 
palling denunciation which 
sounded like a thing out of Taci- 
tus, like a passage in Dante, like 
one of Savonarola’s indictments 
of the popes at Rome™ — he felt 
“sickened with horror. Suddenly 
it occurred to me, “How splendid 
it would be. if 1 was saying all this 
about myseff." I saw then at once 
that what is said of a man is noth- 
ing. The point is who says it.“ 

Even in the dock his imagina- 
tion was transforming the circum- 
stances of his downfall into 
paradoxes.

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The search for alien life moves south 


JHE huge radio astronomy 

observatory sits in the out- 

back 350 kilometers west 
of Sydney ~ and perhaps less than 
five light-years from extraterres- 
trial civilization. 

Far five months scientists fund- 
ed by top computer industry 
whizzes are using the Parkes tele- 
scope to scan billions of radio 
waves across the galaxy in search 
of extraterrestrial fife on 200 
stars. 

The scan is part of a larger 
project, dubbed Project Phoenix. 
in which observatories around 
the world are focusing on 1.000 
stars for at least the rest of the 


le. 

It will be the biggest and most 
systematic sweep of its kind 
across the southem skies. It con- 
tinues the quest for proof of alien 
life that was begun by NASA, 
which had its funding cut by the 
deficit-conscious Congress in 
1993. 

Some US lawmakers have dis- 
missed the search for other be- 
ings in the universe as pointless. 
But SETI, the private California- 
based institute that has picked up 
where NASA left off. regards it 
as vital. 

“It is the most important ques- 
tion the human species has asked 
itself ... are we alone or are we 
not? Either way it's mighty im- 
portant,"” said scientist Jill 
Tarter, one of ἃ group of former 
NASA astrophysicists now with 
SETI, which stands for search for 
extraterrestrial intelligence. 

The search is backed by Hew- 
lett-Packard Campany co- 
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SYDNEY 


founders David Packard and Wil- 
liam Hewlett, Intel Corporation 
cofounder Gordon Moore. Paul 
Allen, cofounder of Microsoft 
Corporation. and science-fiction 
author Arthur C. Clarke, 

Most of the stars that will be 
watched are similar in age and 
size to our sun and so could have 
Earth-like planets capable of sus- 
taining life. said project spokes- 
man Seth Shostak. 

The closest is about 4.5 light- 
years from Earth. the most dis- 
tant 150 light-years away. A light- 
year ~ the distance light travels in 
a vacuum in one year -- equals 
9.40 trillion km. 

The project's aim is to identify 

artificial signals amid the deluge 
of natura! radio waves constantly 
pulsing through the cosmos. Such 
a find could be a sign of extrater- 
restrial civilization, the scientists 
say. 
“It's like Columbus getting his 
sailing ships together and head- 
ing out for America,” said Kel 
Wellington, of Australia's Com- 
monwealth Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research Organization, 
which operates the Parkes 
Observatory. 

Attempts to listen in on alien 
signals have gone on for decades. 
This exercise will be much more 
than twiddling a radio dial. 

Intricate computerized equip- 
ment, developed by NASA for its. 
now defunct research effort, has 
been attached to the 63-meter 


Parkes dish. 

ft will monitor and ansulyze 28 
million radio channels simulta- 
neously in a spectrum which cov- 
ers radio. television and micro- 
wave signals. 

“If an alien] signal is found. it 
won't be heard by a human ear. 
We'll see it first on a computer 
screen,” said Shostak. 

Such messages might have tak- 
én generations to cross vast dis- 
tances of space -- and it’s unlikely 
any earthling would understand 


it. 

Earth itself has been sending 
artificial signals since radio was 
invented a century ago -- perhaps 
not enough time for distant extra- 
terrestrials to knaw of our exis- 
tence. Shostak said. 

Plenty of possible alien signals 
have been reported by radio as- 
tronomers in the past but none 
were verified. Elaborate cross~ 
checking will be done by a small- 
er radio telescope at Coonabara- 
bran, 300 km. northeast of 
Parkes, both of which are in New 
South Wales. 

The scientists are convinced 
extraterrestrial intelligence, 
probably far more advanced than 
our own, is somewhere out there. 
And they promise they will an- 
nounce any confirmed discovery 
quickly. 

Until then. they regard it as a 
matter of when. not if. 

“We could have success at any 
step, but we are prepared for the 
tong journey. It might take a de- 
cade. It might take a century.” 
said project physicist John Dre- 
her. (Associated Press)

IT was an unusual wading day

Second, it was proved again -- 
as it was proved during the sordid 
affair of the on-again, off-again 
stock market tax — that the inter- 
ests of the capital market are par- 
amount in determining economic 
policy. 

There is πὸ proaf, however, 
that the redemptions of provident 
funds are linked w high interest 
rates. One could argue that they 
reflect structural iactors and a 
comprehensive policy for the cap- 
ital market in general and the 
provident funds. in particular 
might be in order. Where, by the 
way, is the Provident Funds Law? 
Stuck in comminee in the 
Knesset? 

Third, the oft-heard assertion 
that high interest rates were a 
major obstacle in the recovery of 
the stock market was proven 
false, as prices actually declined 
despite the announcement.

was rigged. Robert Redford's finely nuanced 
film follows the rise and fall of several key play- 
ers involved in this scandal.

THE Histadrut and emplovers fina!- 
ly signed the cost of living agree- 
meat yesterday, ensuring all work- 
ers a 2.6 percent increment in 
February's paycheck. 


The COL agreement will apply to 
all workers, including half a miltion 
non-organized ones, by the power of 
extension orders issued yesterday by 
Labor and Social Affairs Minister 
Ora Namir. 


“‘T waited until the official agree~ 
ment was signed between the Hista~ 
drut and the employers, before issu~ 
ing orders to extend it to all the 
workers in the country,” Namir 
said. 

The COL agreement was made 
possible only after the Histadrut and 
employers reached an understanding 
on another issue: the definition of 
industrial quiet, and the procedures 
to maintain it. 

The employers used as leverage
